The whole amount collected In Kentuc- 
ky during the year, Is $38,176.84. Of 
this amount $8.0*3 66 
State Board. $7,937 12 was paid to Dis- 
trict Boards, $1 ,040.76 waa spent by Home 
Boards In Kentucky. 

The amount contributed to State Mis- 
sions was $637 74 more than was contri- 
buted last year. There wi 
the fields for the purpose of building 
churches $8,726 91. 

There were 4.737 
and 1,629 prayer meetings attended by 



baptisms and in amount ol mo ley con- 
tribute d. Last year we bad 663 mis- 
sionaries, <he year before 467; last year

WHAT IS LIQUID AIR? 



Liquid air is just what its name im- 
pliaa. It is not a liquid distilled from 



eral, but ia simply air, such ■ 
breathe, made so cold thai it tak< 
form of water. The fact that air can as- 
sume that form is a recent discovery, as 
ia also the method of obtaining the in- 
tense cold necessary to this result. The 
temperature required is 312 degrees be- 
low aero— a temperature iarther below 
the coldest arctic winter than that is be- 
low a tropical summer. Yet persistent 
efforts have at last developed a mi 
by which it ia readily produced. When 
air is cooled down to tbia degr 
changes to a misty vapor and gradually 
forma into drops that fall like rain to the 
bottom of the vessel containing it. By 
a proper arrangement it may then be 
drawn off into an open receptacle, ready 

When seen in an open vessel it might 
be mistaken lor boiling water, aa it sim- 
mers and nivea off a white vaoor. When 
first poured out it boils violently, throw- 
ing off a cloud of vapor that rolls down 
the sides of the vessel. Bat ss soon as 
the receptacle has cooled to the tern, 
peratnre of the liquid, it qniets down 
a simmer, which continues until all b 
evaporated and returned to air. This 
may require several hours if care 
taken to keep the vessel away from 
ery conductor of heat. But if it be 
placed on a plate of iron, or even a block 
of ice.it will boil violently and very 
soon mingle with its native sir. 
poured out on a conductor, as iron 
ice, it will assume the gaseous state 
rapidly as to amount to an explosion. 

As a freezing agent the power of liquid 
air is terrific. It freezes pure ale 
very readily, and freezes mercury to hard 
that it may be used as a hammer to drive 
nails into hard wood; and so thorough 
it the chill given that the mercury re- 
tains the solid Btate for several minutes. 
It will sear living flesh like a red-hot 
iron, and may take the place of all cl 
leal cauterizing In surgery. As a refrig- 
erator, liquid air will be easily controlled, 
and it can be made to lower the tem- 
perature of a room very slightly or to 
produce a degree of cold that no lili 
could endure for a minute. At an ex 
plosive it baa certainly great power, am 
experiments already made indicate tha 
it mar be used in both gunnery am 
blastiug; and it may thus take the placi

PHOTOGRAPHY 

OF THE STOMACH. 

Dr. Max Eiohorn, of New York city, 
made a communication to a medical jour- 
nal some seven years ago regarding" gas 
trodiaphany," in which a miniature Eli 
son lamp in a special mounting, attache d 
to a soft rubber tube containing a wii 
was introduced into the stomach, so that 
an examination could be made of it. 

Dr. Einhorn described a camera for 
photographing the interior of the stom- 
ach, but, owing to technical difficulties, 
the camera was not constructed by him. 

Such a camera has, however, been per- 
fected by Dr. FriU Lang*, of Munich, 
Germany, on almost the Identical lines 
given by Dr. Einhorn. 

Through the courtesy of Dr. Lange, 
the Scientific American baa published 
illustration ol the device 
employed. The camera is a marvel of 
and is constructed exactly 
on the same principles as all cameras for 
taking moving photographs, although, of 
course, there is no attempt made to com- 
bine them so sa to project the actual or. 
orations of the stomach. The camera it- 
self is swallowed by the patient, and It 
small electric lamp for illum- 
inating the walls of the stomach. A pho- 
tographic film twsnty inches long and a 
quarter of an inch wlds is wound at ths 
bottom of tbe camera, Ooe end ol the 
Him is fastened to the cord, which runs 
freely in tbe tube. Whan the cord is 
pulled the film is drawn slowly psst the 
lens. Tbe cord and the conducting wir. s 
be swallowed with tbe 
W hen the camera reach- 
es ths bottom of ths stomach the surgeon 
begins to pull tbe cord, which runs the 
film past tbe lens. Ths electric light it 
then turned on, and after the sensitive 
filmb 



the current Is turned off snd another 
section of film is brought into plsy, until 
the requisite number of pictures bas 
been obtained; tbsn ths entire apparatus 
is withdrawn from the stomach.— New 
York Electrical Review.

SUFFOCATION IN A SILO. 

There has just occurred in our State an 
accident in silo filling which *U your 
readers ahould know, ss it ia liable to be 
repeated wherever condition* are favor- 
able. At the Marathon county asylum, 
three inmate* who had been sent into 
tbe silo to spread and tramp tbe silage 
early in tbe morning before tbe machin 
ery bad started, were quickly and fatally 
drowned In the carbonic acid gas. The 
alio had been filling during six day* and 
the silsge had reached a level where in 
the morning it was six feet below 
open door. During the still night the 
carbonic acid gas had accumulated in 
the silo until it* depth was above tbe 
men's heads when they entered the silo, 
and a* a consequence they wen 
in it. 

I b*d never heard of such 
fore, but a* It may readily be repeated 
when conditions are just right, the fael* 
and explanation of the accident ahould 
be widely known. First, whenever 
fresh green material is cut into silo, tbe 
respiration of the still living but mutila- 
ted tissue rapidly evolve* carbonic acid 
gas. and it ia this process of respiration 
which ia at once the source of the first 
heating of tbe silage and of the gas as 
well. Second, when the night i* still so 
that there ia no suction in the silo, and 
tbe open door is high above the silage, 
the gaa may gather in the silo to a depth 
which may cause suffocatlou if a person 
enters it before filling begins. If the 
men who entered this alio had been 
strong and of sound mind they would 
probably havs recognised the difficulty 
in time to have saved themst-lvea. If 
the night had been rainy, the gaa would
